Secondly when we call it woikmg class do wc relate it to 
the earnings or do we relate it to any olhci thing T At the 
moment we aie tefening to the woikmg class as those 
whose wages aie low oi whose conditions of living aie 
miserable, end so on Supposing a family earns lls 180 oi 
a middle class family m the estimate of the hon Membcn 
with only one earning membei earning Rs 60 then should 
not theie be a consideration that those who cam moic should 
pay more and that those who can aJToidtopay moie should 
pay moie? We should base some cquilj Ihciefoic the 
provision to collect 18% from the highest pud employee 
among those earning membeis who occupy that house, can

Then there is the question of the lelationship — &ther,
